“The annual mecting of the Hong- 
hong Society ‘for the: Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals will be held at 
the cflice of the Registrar, Supreme 
Court, on Thursday, July 24, at 5 
p.m. oa . 


The unnual report of the Society 
for the Mnancial year ending March 
31 last, reveals o deficit of $1,656.46 
in the working expenses, as againdt 
$3,107.27 in the preceding year, The 
unfavourable balance, Js attributed 
‘partly to the falling off in donatlons 
because of the many other demands 
made on the generosity of the public 
in wartime. . . 

‘The report says, “During the past 
year the Society's Inspector hus 
specially examined’ batches of pigs 
landed from time to time at Kennedy 
Town, and the result of his investiga- 
tlons show that, on on average, 45 
per cent. of the pigs Janded are suf- 
fering from wounds caused by the 
bamboo crates. ‘The results of these 
investigations are being recorded

Tradc In Stolen Dogs 


On Februnry 28, a Ictter was ree 
ecived by. the Soclety from the 
Secretary of the Shanghai S.P.C.A. 
“that reliable Information had been 
received by this Society to the effect 
that an organised gang of dog thieves 
were operating in Shonghal ‘ond 
shipping, stolen dogs to Hongkong.” 

The letter gave descriptions of 
three such dogs, one of which was a 
Scotch collie for which a reward of 
$500 wax offered by the Chinese 
secretary of one of the Embassits, 
Within two days of receipt of the 


Ictter, the dog was located and re-|- 


{turned to the owner, and the Socicty 
recelved the reward, 

Inquiries started in. Hongkong by 
the Society in consequence of the 
letter from Shanghai, disclosed a 
considerable ‘traMe in dogs from 
Shanghal. It was found that the 
dons were being regularly ‘smuggled 
Into the Colony ‘without the permis- 
sion of the Colonial. Veterinary Sur- 
geon by members of the crews of 
vessels urriving In port, and that 
they were being sold to local bird 
-shops-where—lhey - were--belng kept, 
without any Heence being taken out.

x bird shop should have a licence; 
a valid entry permit, if imported;

Meanwhile a.Sub-Committee has 
been formed to deal with the trade 
in stolen dogs, and recommendations 
made to the authoritles are being 
considered by the Law Officers of the 
Crown,

Firstly, that modern defence 
means, to all intents .and pur-

And this 
assault—vicious, unpredictable} 
sudden-—has made the home 
front of equal importance with 
the military front; every citizen

The third Jesson is that the 
tremendously increased use of. 
aviation in warfare has forced 
a major alteration in the form 
of world sea power, Control of 
the sea can no longer be fitted 
to the old-fashioned concept of 
the past, though the prime

Norway’s £15,000,000 in gold has ‘long been safe on, 
the other side of the Atlantic, and how it got there is an 
amazing story of bravery and ingenuity-in smuggling it 
past spies to the sea and safety. ~ : 


The story was told in London by 
one who helped. 

The night the Germans entered 
Oslo Fjord, King .Haakon and the 
government left. Finance Minister 
Oscar Torp stnyed behind with a 
hand-picked company of Norweglan 
soldicrs, snilors and patriots in a 
desperate effort to save the gold. 

The gold, In 1500 cnses, was lond- 
ed on 30 motor trucks and Torp Ieft 
Oslo on the lost foldladen vehicle. 
Hiding by day in forests ond lonely 
belts of country, and travelling by 
night, they slowly. crept: north. 


Outriders ‘went ahead = advising 
untriotic Norwegians of the coming 
convoy.to prevent its ambush by 
Qulslings. The goal was Andalsnes, 
300 miles north. where British war- 
abips awaited the, gold. 


Slip Past Nazis. 


Nazl parachute troops, informed 
by Quislings of the gold slipping 
through thelr fingers, dropped be- 
tween the convoy ond safety.

WASHINGTON, July -20 (Reuter). 
—Tho production of twineengined 
bombers In the United States was 
nearly doubled in the first six months 
of this ycar, stated defence officials 
to-day, 

This was one example of the in- 
creases’ in output of military planes 
which they disclosed have been far 
greater thnn was fndicated by the 
published flgures’ from the OMice of 
Production Management, 

Encouraging Figures 

These published figures show that 
production had fnercased 42 per cent. 
from January to June, but it is learn. 
ed in other authoritative quarters 
that two-engined bombers gained 92 
per cent. In output, one-cengined dive 
and torpedo bombers 146: per cent. 
and pursult and observation and 
other military alreraft 142 per cent. 

Only in the heavy bomber class-« 
giant four-engined craft—was there 
no appreciable gain, but oMcints in- 
dicated that an appreciable inerease, 
could be expected soon, 

OMicials said that no “substantial 
proportlon” of two-engined bombers 
had been sent to Britain,
